UKVOtT AT IfOlSOM PRISON. 


Three Convicts-Killed—Otliers "Wounded 


—None Escape.

OACRAMENTO, Cal.. June 27.—An even- 


ing Bee's Folsom special received this 
afternoon contained the following: 


At 3:30 this afternoon a gang of con- 


victs employed in the upper quarry, 
next to the headgate of the big dam, 
consisting of George Hontag, a cousin 
of John Sontag, the bandit, serving a 
life term, Bussel Williams, Ben Wilson 
and Chas. Abbot and a ten-3rear con- 
vict named Daltou, suddenly seized 
Frank Briare, lieutenant of tbe guard, 
put a pistol to his head and started to 
run up the hill. 
Before reaching the 


top of the hill it was developed that 
they had two Winchesters uud an ad- 
ditional revolver, which had been con- 
cealed among the rocks. 


Up to this time the guard had been. 


afraid to shoot as Briaro was iu the 
grasp of the would be escapes and as 
they were closely banded together a 
shot might mean death to him. 


Just before reaching the summit of 


the hill Briare jerked away and the 
guards opened fire from all directions. 
The convicts took to the rocks and con- 
cealed themselves as best they could 
;io<l i-etured the flre ae rapidly as pos- 
sible. 
The regular guard was rein- 


forced by t)>f roeoi'i'oo fi<_/Lu me pnson 
and a terrific fight took place which 
lasted fully half an hour, during which 
time shots were fired indiscriminately 
from the gatling 
guns, Winchester 


rifles and revolvers as rapidly as trig- 
gers could be pulled. 


Warren Aull was in his otfice, and at 


the first alarm secured his own Win. 
Chester and was driven by Deputy War- 
den Hughes to the scene of the con- 
flict which had assumed the propor- 
tions of a battle. When the warden 
reached the upper side of the conflict 
.tie sent for extra guards, in the mean- 
time joining in the fight with guard 
Fitch. The bandits were finally located 
in a hole behind a pile of buildings 
and as the force of guards were in- 
creased a steady flre was kept directly 
at this particular spot which was oc- 
casionally answered by the convicts. 


After placing the guards the warden 


directed all hands to flre all together 
and for a space of a, minute a perfect 
storm of lead was reigned on this par- 
ticular spot. When the firing ceased 
Sontag crawled out more dead than 
alive followed by Abbott, neither of 
whom could walk. The warden nncl 
Captain Murphy and several guards 
advanced toward them at once, when 
a ghastly spectacle met their view. 
Williams, Wilson and Dalton were dead 
in the hole lying on top of each other 
their bodies completely riddled with 
bullets. 


Sontag was hit three times—in the 


thigh, the shin and the lower part of 
the body, each shot breaking bones. 
Abbott had a broken leg, and was hit 
in two other places. Convicts Duffy 
and Schell, who had nothing to do with 
t.hn break, were also wounded, Scholl 
fatally. 


Two Winchester rifies, two pistols 


and a large dirk were found in the hole 
where the bandits had taken refuge.
